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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 3/31/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding the argument against the obviousness-type double patenting (office 
action mailed on 12/10/2009), Examiner respectfully submits that 

"operating the first node to establish a secure communications session with said 
second node using the first shared secret to secure the contents of packets communicated from 
the first node that are directed to the second node as part of the secure communication session, 
packets communicated from the first node that are directed to the second node being addressed 
to said second node by use of a second node destination address", is analogous to "operating 
the routing control node ...communicated from mobile node to the routing node via access 
node" and "the routing control node to transmit a response message to said mobile node 
indicating establishment of said data packet forwarding path", regardless of the wording maps to 
"secure communication", further, 

"operating a third node which is coupled to said first and second nodes to 
maintain in memory a copy of said first shared secret", regardless of the wording "operating the 
routing control node to establish a data packet forwarding path between the data packet 
forwarding node and one of said access" and "a tunnel state entry associating the first and 
second identifiers", still maps to "shared secret", 

"operating the third node to receive a secure flow of packets from the first node 
that are directed to said second node as part of the secure communications sessions" 
regardless of the "verify that the tunnel state entry that includes said address associated with 
first identifier maps to said address associated with the first identifier to said address associated 
with the second identifier", it is still maps to "a secure flow of packets" that inspects the packets 
(to drop or proceed to next node [paragraph 0100], instant specification). 
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Therefore, the main, and arguably only, difference is the structure used to make the 
determination about shared secrets and secure flow of packets, while the patent is more specific 
as to the structure being a tunnel (secure) communications, it merely consists of a substitution 
of what is used to make the determination. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 51 are allowed, if a terminal disclaimer is filed to overcome the double 
patenting rejection with patents 7,369,855 and 7,697,501.
